bOES NOT FORGET. 

Below we give an extract from 
a speech delivered by Dr. John 
O. Scott (now of Sherman, Texas, 
but formerly of this county), at a 
meeting held by Ex-Kentuokiane 
at Dallas, that State, his subject 
being "The Orators of Kentucky." 
It shows that he ever holds in re- 
membrance the scenes of his and 
our boyhood. 

When a little boy we were sent 
to mill at the Forks of Elkhom. 
The mill is looated in a long green 
valley, with picturesque hills on 
either side. 01 it was a magnifi- 
cent scene to witness the juncti* 
of the two Elkhorn creeks in that 
beautiful valley. "In this wide 
world there is no valley so sweet 
as that valley in whose bosom the 
bright waters meet." Going 
down the rocky road, through 
pools of water from ice cold 
sparkling sprinKs, gushing from 
either side, it was a grand sight 
to behold in the charming valley, 
the meeting of the two silver 
streams like fond brothers in I 
ing embrace, and in the gibberish 
talk of the splashing waters, 
late to each other their journey 
along flowing banks decked with 
rosy bowers, where sported the 
fairest of women kind in loving 
dalliance and charming beauty. 
Through green pastures where 
roamed the swiftest horses of the 
wide, wide world, the pride of the 
Kentuckian. Adown the creek, 
it was a charming sight to behold 
the old mill wheel turning round 
and round, splashing the foaming 
waters, and see the radiant n ' * 
day sun paint the glittering n 
and Bparkling spray with a th 
sand hues, a thousand tints, a 
thousand colors of the gorgeous 
rainbow. Further up the stream 
of the double current of com- 
mingling waters, it wus a sight of 
grandeur to view the mighty 
waves like ocean tides, rise and 
sink in white foam capped jets 
and in one broad extended lhe«t 
of laughing water roll below the 
lofty dam, splash and dash, whirl 
and scatter on the giant rocks be- 
low. Boy-like, looking over the 
grand archway, we saw that Dick 
Johnson would speak at the 
White Sulphur Springs on the 
morrow. We heard him speak. 
All through life, his charming 
eloquent voice has ever rung in 
our ears like the sweet-toned 
music of the midnight serenade of 
the gay Trubadour. Mr. Johnson's 
oratory was not like Marshall r 
Crittenden to gather golde 
wreathes of rhetoric from the sui 
lit clouds that deck the horizo 
# with brilliant beauty and gorgeoi.„ 
grandeur, or paint the dying act? 
of heroes in colors as brilliant as 
the resplendent rainbow. Often 
his oratory was of u conversa- 
tional kind. He could weep with 
one eye and laugh with the other. 
At one time his audience would 
be bowed down in tears, at 
another the welkin would ring 
with shouts of laughter for bf 
amusing anecdotes. Wo never 
will forget the pathetic, heart- 
searching oratory of Mr. Johnson, 
when he related how, ut the battle 
of the Thames, General Win. 
Whitley led the forelorn hope of 
the Kentuckians, as brave u» the 
guard of the Inker men, "the rose 



and expectancy of the fair State," 
to glory and victory, through the 
dense undergrowth of the dark 
forest adown into the swampy 
river bottom to the jaws of death 
to the jaws of bell. All over 
that valley of death could be heard 
the blood-curdling yells, the hor- 
rid howls, the frightful war- 
hoop of the blood-thirsty savage 
foe. The war-painted Indian, 
with bloody tomahawk and scalp- 
ing knife in hand, could be seen 
darting from tree to treee, hiding 
in the thickets, crawling through 
the long grass and giving no quar- 
ter to the brave Americans he 
met in his mercilesB pathway. 
On the blood-stained edge of the 
battle cauldron, where death held 
high carnival, could be seen the 
lordly form and waiving crest of 
General Whitley, with bloody 
falchion in hand, soaring above 
the battle tide like the white 
plumed Charles of Navarre. Al- 
though mortally wouunded, he 
still clung to the star-spangled 
banner, given to him by the ladies 
of Kentucky. In the front rank 
and the onslaught of the savage 
foe, on this field crimsoned with 
the red rain of battle, could be 
seen the flaunting folds of that 
star flowering banner, like the 
fearless eagle, amid the cloud 
gathering storm, floating in im- 
perial majesty, rejoicing in tri- 
umphant victory. On the spot 
where Tecumseh fell, and frofB 
whence the Indians lied, the flag 
of the Stars and Stripes, all tat- 
tered and rent with ball and 
stained with dying heroes' blood, 
was found beneath the cold pale 
body of General Whitley, and a 
soore or more of brave Ken- 
tuckians all hacked and gashed 
with horrid wounds. In the dark- 
ness of gloom and the rack of 
despair, there could be heard oil 
over the Kentuckyland. lamenta- 
tions of joy and sorrow. There 
could be heard the wailing screams 
of the dead soldier's wife; there 
could be heard the heartrendering 
cries und piteous moans of child 
bereft of father. There could be 
seen the weeping maiden clad in 
the sable drapery of despair, in- 
consolable for her hero-lover, pale, 
cold, dead, on the Held of battle, 
on the lield of honor, on the field 
if glory. There could be seen 
he old gray-headed Kentucky 
father bowed down with grief, 
sorrowing for his brave soldier 
boy, dying on the field of battle 
on the banks of the far off 
Thames. There could be seen the 
said, sad face of the broken- 
hearted mother, the burning tears 
of whose weeping eyes the pity- 
ing ungeis despair to wipe away.
